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Summary of Contents 





British Factories in 1932 (Pages i-xvi) 


With this issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ is published a 
Survey of Industrial Development in 1932, in which 
is shown the establishment of new factories, the ex- 
tensions to existing factories and the closing down of 
other factories during last year. The Survey covers 
factories where 25 or more people are or have been 
employed. For its purpose the United Kingdom has 
been divided into 42 areas, grouped into 9 regions. 
It discloses that 646 new factories were established, 
166 extended and 355 closed down. 


Retail Trade Conditions (Page 970) 


I'he money value of sales in May was 0-2 per cent. 
under that of May, 1932, and in the four months 
February-May 1-6 per cent. below the corresponding 
period of last year. Stocks at cost were 5-7 per 
cent. lower at the end of May than a year earlier. 


Australian Trade (Page 972) 


Signs of improvement in trade are noticeable, while 
confidence has, for a variety of reasons, become 
greater. Last year witnessed a decline in insolven- 
cies and increases in bank clearings, while retail and 
wholesale merchants report improved results. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel (Page 973) 
Daily output of coal in April, as compared with the 
fourth month of last year, was slightly higher in 
France and Germany. Daily production of pig iron 





was smaller in the United States and Belgium, and 
that of crude steel was also less in the latter country.

RETAIL TRADE IN 
COMPARISON 


In continuation of the series of returns relating to 
retail trade which are being prepared by the joint efforts 
of the Incorporated Association of Retail Distributors 
and the Bank of England, there is given on page 971 a 
table showing the relation of sales in May, 1933, and 
in the four months February-May, 1933, to sales in 
the corresponding periods a year earlier. These figures 
are compiled from returns furnished by a number of 
departmental stores, concerns operating multiple retail 
shops, independent retailers and a_ representative 
section of the retail co-operative societies. 

ligures are also given comparing the value at cost 
of stocks held and, on page 972, the number of persons 
employed at the end of May, 1933, with those at the 
same date in 1932. A smaller number of concerns 
supplied this information; the co-operative societies in 
particular do not at present contribute to these 
sections. 

As stated last month, many concerns now report the 
number of days on which selling took place in their 
shops during the periods to which the figures relate, This 
information, however, is not yet adequate to permit the 
calculation of average daily sales or the exact measure- 
ment of the difference in length between the working 
periods in 1982 and in 1933. The occurrence of the 
Whitsuntide holiday in May in 1982 and in June in 
1935 adds to the difficulty of comparison. The majority 
of contributors recorded either an equal number of 
working days in the two periods or an increase of one 
day in May, 19338. The co-operative societies, while 
unable, owing to the differences of practice in different 
societies and districts, to measure exactly the extent to 
which their sales were affected by Whitsuntide, esti-

mated that the working period in May, 1933, was longer 
by about two days than in May, 1932, and a number 
of other contributors reported a similar increase. After 
making such adjustments as were possible, it would 
uppear that the working period to which the figures in 
the table relate was probably longer on an average in 
May, 1953, than in May, 1932, by between one and two 
days. 
SALES 

The money value of retail sales reported for May, 
1933, differed only shghtly from that reported for May, 
1952, a decline of 0-2 per cent. being recorded. In 
April, 1955, the reports also indicated little or no change 
from the level of the corresponding month of 19382. 
The working period in May was, however longer in 1933 
than in 19382, while for April the reverse was the case. 
A year ago sales for May had declined from the level 
of May, 1931, by the relatively large amount of 5-9 per 
cent. ‘l'otal sales in May, 19833, increased in value only 
in Central and West End London, where a rise of 7:7 
per cent. occurred. In the other four areas declines 
were reported, varying from 0°7 per cent. in Suburban 
London to 2°8 per cent. in Scotland. 

Sales of food and perishables, which amounted to 
roughly one-half of the total sales reported for May, 
decreased in every district except Central and West 
End London, where there was a rise of 1°2 per cent. In 
April also, Central and West End London was the only 
area for which an increase in sales of food and perish- 
ables was reported. The decline in this category was 
ngain largest in Wales and the North of England (8°6 
per cent.).

Sales of non-food merchandise were larger by 2°6 per 
cent. in the country as a whole. Increases were re- 
ported for both London districts and for the South of 
England, the largest rise (8°6 per cent.) occurring in 
the Central and West End district of London. Scot- 
land was the only district for which an appreciable 
decrease (2-4 per cent.) was recorded. Increased sales 
were reported for Great Britain as a whole in each of 
the main categories except boots and shoes, which 
showed a decline of 3:2 per cent. (as compared with a 
rise of 13-0 per cent. in April), and the miscellaneous 
section, where sales fell by 66 per cent. The latter 
group includes a large variety of goods the aggregate 
value of which forms a small proportion of the total, 
and the changes recorded are not therefore of relatively 
great significance. The decline in sales of boots and 
shoes was general outside the Central and West End 
area of London. Hardware sales were larger in every 
area by amounts ranging from 9:0 per cent. in Scotland 
to 29:0 per cent. in Wales and the North of England, 
the increase for the country as a whole being 18°8 per 
cent. Furniture sales also showed a substantial im- 
provement of 12:2 per cent., with district increases vary- 
ing from 7°5 per cent. in Scotland and in Central and 
West End London to 18:0 per cent. in Suburban 
London. Piece-goods, which, as compared with 19382, 
declined in April after a slight rise in March, rose again 
in May by 85 per cent., the only district not sharing 
in this improvement being Scotland. From the avail- 
able information, which relates to over 90 per cent. of 
the total sales of piece-goods, the increase appears to 
have been somewhat greater in household goods than in 
dress materials. 

Comparing the four months February-May, 1933, 
with the corresponding period of last year, sales were 
larger in all main categories, except food and perish- 
ables, piece-goods and miscellaneous articles. The 
relative importance of these exceptions, however, re- 
sulted in a decline of 16 per cent. in the aggregate for 
Great Britain as a whole. The only district in which

sales from the beginning of the current trading year 
were larger than a year ago was Central and West End 
London. Wales and the North of England still showed 
the largest decrease (3°5 per cent.). 


STOCKS 

Stocks at cost were 5:7 per cent. lower at the end 
of May than at the corresponding date in 1932; for the 
three earlier months of this trading year percentage 
declines of 8:1, 7:4 and 6-4 were recorded, so that a 
continuous narrowing of the difference between the 
value of the 1933 and 1932 stocks appears to have taken 
place. Lower stocks were reported at the end of May 
in every district, the fall ranging from 4-1 per cent. in 
Scotland to 88 per cent. in Suburban London. All 
classes of goods were affected, the decline exceeding 
5 per cent. in five main categories. The largest decrease 
was that of 11:1 per cent. in the case of sports and 
travel goods and the smallest 0:6 per cent. in the mis- 
cellaneous category. As compared with a year earlier, 
the value of stocks of food and perishables declined in 
May by 6°8 per cent., whereas for the preceding three 
months the decline had been less than 3 per cent.; in 
1932 there was a substantial increase in May as com- 
pared with 1931, but for the three earlier months a 
decline was recorded. ‘The large relative decline for 
May, 1933, may not therefore represent any very sub- 
stantial change as compared with earlier months of 
this year. 


EMPLOYMENT 


Percentage changes are given for selling employees 
and for juveniles (whether engaged in selling or not) as 
well as for total staffs. The aggregate number em- 
ployed in Great Britain as a whole in the establish- 
ments from which returns were received was 1°6 per 
cent. larger than in May, 1982, selling staffs increasing 
by 2:5 per cent. and juveniles by 2:0 per cent. The 
largest increase (48 per cent. in selling employees) 
occurred in Central and West End London.

AUSTRALIA 
ECONOMIC CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The past two years have proved to be the most 
momentous in the financial and commercial history of 
the country, states the Report* on Economic and Trade 
Conditions in Australia, compiled by the Assistant to 
H.M. Trade Commissioner at Melbourne, under the 
direction of H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in 
Australia. Some of those who can recall the situation 
after the collapse of the ‘“‘land boom”’ in the early nine- 
ties have noted similar features in the two periods, but 
it must be remembered that in the earlier period the 
whole economic life was carried on at a lower level, the 
external situation was then less complicated and the 
various factors arising out of Federation were not then 
existent. 

Briefly, the situation at the commencement of the 
period of depression in 1930 was that for a series of 
years a heavy borrowing policy had been carried on, 
which had resulted in a sustained scale of importation 
at a much higher level than was justified by the extent 
of the income from exports. The fact that high prices 
were being received for these exports tended to 
obscure the serious danger involved in continuing to 
meet adverse trading balances and interest obligations 
by further borrowing, and in consequently swelling the 
volume of imports still further. In fact, even in the 
early months of 1930 many traders refused to believe 
that the difficulties were of more than a passing nature, 
and considered that a good season would soon rectify 
matters ; consequently in spite of restriction of bank 
credits imports continued to be in excess of require- 
ments. 


With the closing of the overseas market in 1930 for 
long-term loans, drastic action was necessary to rectify 
the trade balance and as, owing to falling prices, no 
relief in this direction could be looked for from exports, 
a policy of prohibitions, surcharges, rationing of imports 
and tariff increases was introduced with a view to re- 
ducing imports. These measures, however, were only 
partially successful, and heavy shipments of gold were 
necessary, amounting to £34 million during the fifteen 
months ended September, 1930, in order to meet urgent 
obligations overseas. 


The year 1931 opened, therefore, with a demand for 
London exchange such that an outside market was 
being operated at rates much above the carded rates 
fixed by the banks, and as the latter had undertaken to 
provide each month sufficient funds in London for 
Government purposes, it became necessary for this 
‘“‘outside’’ market to be secured. The official rates were 
therefore increased early in 1931, by rapid movements, 
from £109 to £130, and although the policy of increas- 
ing import duties was continued throughout 1931, it 
was the operation of the exchange rate, added to the 
decline in the purchasing power of the community, that 
had the greatest effect in changing an adverse balance 
in sterling of £6 million in 1929-30 to a favourable one 
of nearly £28 million in 1930-31 and £40 million in 
1931-32. As the amount required annually for over- 
seas interest and similar obligations is approximately

£30 million (or about £25 million excluding war debt 
payments) the position reached by June, 1932, was 
apparently satisfactory—only ‘‘ apparently,’’ however, 
because these figures take no account of the fact that 
& margin is required to build up a reserve against diffi- 
culties such as a drought would occasion. The favour- 
able balances attained in 1930-31 and 1931-32 were 
only secured with the help of two abnormally good pro- 
duction seasons. 


It is difficult to imagine what the position would have 
been in its oversea implications had Australia not been 
fortunate enough to be able to ship such heavy quan- 
tities of wool, wheat and dairy produce in the last two 
years. It has been estimated that an ‘“‘ average ”’ 
season would reduce the present volume of exports by 
20 per cent. and a bad season by 40 per cent., and 
ignoring any considerable appreciation in world prices 
of the commodities mentioned, it is obvious that the 
present state of the trade balance makes very little pro- 
vision for such a reduction of exports as even an average 
season would necessitate. 


As regards the general internal situation, the reduc- 
tion in the national income during the last two years 
by approximately £200 million has had serious results 
in all branches of commercial activity. One of the 
most significant events in 1931 in this connection was 
the issue by the Full Court of the Federal Arbitration 
Court of orders for a reduction of 10 per cent. in the 
award rates in a large number of industries then under 
review, opportunity being given at the same time for 
this reduction to be applied for in regard to other trades 
or professions. This reduction has been accompanied 
by several automatic reductions in basic wage rates 
consequent on the fall in the cost of living, and in addi- 
tion it has been necessary in many trades to adopt some 
form of rationing of employment, so that as a whole 
wages are now at least 25 per cent. below the high 
figures of 1929. 


It is not surprising, therefore, that this stagnation in 
business should be reflected in the trading results of 
distributing and similar companies, almost all of which 
showed either a greatly reduced profit or actual loss in 
1931 as compared with 1980. As a result mainly of 
readjustments necessitated by the depressed conditions 
prevailing, some improvement occurred in 1932. 


SIGNS OF IMPROVEMENT 


With regard to the immediate future, there have 
been signs of a certain improvement in conditions. This 
improvement has not been very pronounced, and it 
is difficult to see in basic economic conditions any 
appreciable justification for it. Confidence has become 
greater for a variety of reasons, and it is probable that 
an easing of credit conditions, to Governments in par- 
ticular, during last year helped to make things seem 
better, but it would be unwise to imagine that a con- 
sistent upward trend was now a certainty. 


Further signs of internal improvement, in the latter 
part of 1982 as compared with 1931, have been 4 
decline in insolvencies and increases in bank clearings, 
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while retail and wholesale merchants also report im- 
proved results during recent months as compared with 
the immediately preceding periods. Wool production 
for 1932-83 is expected to be greater than ever before, 
while the wheat harvest, though not quite up to the 
record of two years ago, will probably reach the very 
high figure of 210 million bushels. Butter production 
also for the current season will exceed the existing 
record. Gold production also continues to increase. 


While these signs of improvement are very welcome 
and cannot be ignored, it is necessary to emphasise 
that they are internal, whereas the prosperity of 
Australia depends upon an increase in the national 
income from abroad, which in turn depends on a rise 
in the world values of her staple products, or an in- 
crease in the quantity of her exports. It would there- 
fore be premature to suggest that Australia is definitely 
on the way to recovery from depression. 


‘he question then naturally arises as to what effect 
these financial and other difficulties of the past two 
years have had upon United Kingdom trade with 
Australia, and to what extent is the United Kingdom 
manufacturer likely to share in the return to 
prosperity in Australia. That the United Kingdom 
has a vital interest in the possibilities in this direction 
there can be no doubt, since the reduction in value of 
Australia’s primary products has been one of the im- 
portant factors in the decline of United Kingdom trade 
with the Commonwealth, and a recovery in that value, 
even if only partial, must soon bring with it a revival! 
of import trade, though probably not for many years 
to anything like pre-depression level. If Australia 
prospers she will have a marketable surplus at a higher 
price, a surplus which normally must be marketed 
abroad; she will therefore have a higher external in- 
come which must normally be transferred in goods. 
So that if import trade as a whole increases, import 
trade from the United Kingdom will increase too, 
probably to a greater extent than from other countries, 
and this should be reflected in greater purchases of 
Australian produce, thus leading to still further 
prosperity in Australia. 


Import TRADE 


Translating the situation into concrete statements, 
the outstanding fact is that the total import trade of 
Australia has declined from £164,716,594 in 1926-27 to 
£44,729,825 in 1931-32, the proportion secured by the 
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United Kingdom having fallen in the same period from 
£67,795,177 to £17,898,277. It is not anticipated that 
imports will again fall so low as the 1981-82 figure, but 
according to present indications the total for 1982-33 
will approximate to £60 million, which was roughly 
the figure for 1980-31. This total of £60 million 
cannot, it is considered, be safely exceeded in the next 
few years if the position in regard to the net balance 
of trade is to remain favourable, unless, of course, 
there is an appreciable rise in world prices of produce 
or a resumption of long-term borrowing. 


United Kingdom manufacturers must realise that 
the height which import trade in Australia reached in 
recent years was due solely to artificial conditions and 
that it will be many years before their trade in 
Australia will again approach such figures as those 
already quoted for 1926-27. This does not, however, 
imply that there are no further opportunities for in- 
creased business in the Commonwealth. The share of 
the United Kingdom in that portion of the import trade 
which can be regarded as of a competitive nature was 
only 58 per cent. in 1930-81, although this figure 
showed a welcome increase over that for 1928-29, when 
the percentage was 534. This does not, moreover, 
give a complete picture of the situation, for a further 
analysis of this competitive trade shows that about 
one-half of it consists of goods in which the United 
Kingdom secured the bulk of the trade. These goods 
comprise in the main the ordinary lines of merchandise 
in which the United Kingdom has predominated in 
world trade for many years, and it is precisely in these 
lines that competition from local industry is most 
likely to be felt. It is to the other half of the trade, 
therefore, the severely competitive portion, amounting 
in 1930-31 to over £20 million, to which the attention 
of United Kingdom manufacturers is specially directed. 
Of this total the United Kingdom secured only 
€7,450,000, or 86 per cent., thus leaving a block of 
trade, worth about £13 million per annum even in 
the present days of restricted imports, capable of diver- 
sion in large measure to the United Kingdom. It is 
to be hoped therefore that United Kingdom manufac- 
turers will bestow attention on the particular types of 
goods comprised in this portion of the trade of 


- Australia, and, with the assistance of the additional 


preferences recently granted and their own efforts in 
respect of up-to-date salesmanship and marketing 
methods, bend their energies towards securing to the 
United Kingdom a considerably greater share of the 
import trade of the Commonwealth.

clines being as follows: United Kingdom, 21-0; United 
States, 20-5; Poland, 17°8; Germany, 14:2; Belgium, 
12:2; France, 9-2; Saar District, 3-4. A comparison 
with April of last year also reveals substantial declines, 
but it must be borne in mind that the Easter period this 
year fell wholly in April and last year wholly in March; 
the largest decline from April, 1932, was in respect of 
Poland (22-7 per cent.), while the reductions in the 
United Kingdom, the United States and Germany were 
16-1, 13-6 and 7-3 per cent. respectively. If the outputs 
in March and April are taken together, there were de- 
clines this year, as compared with the previous year, of 
19-6, 16-4 and 6-0 per cent. respectively in the cases of 
the United States, Poland and the United Kingdom, 
and increastS of 6-4 and 2:3 per cent. respectively in 
Belgium and France. The figures for Germany and 
the Saar show no appreciable change, comparing the 
same periods. 


From information received as to the number of days 
worked in France, Belgium, Germany, Poland and the 
United States, it is estimated that the average daily 
outputs of coal in March and April, 1938, and in April, 
September and December, 1932, were as follows.

Output of coal in April on a daily basis was slightly 
higher, as compared with the March output, in France 
and Germany, but substantial decreases were recorded 
in Poland (14:5 per cent.), and the United States 
(bituminous coal 10-0 per cent., and anthracite 28-0 
per cent.). Daily production in Poland was 16:4 per 
cent. below that of a year earlier, while the reduction 
in respect of United States anthracite was 46°5 per 
cent. In France and Germany daily output was slightly 
higher in April of this year.

Stocks of coal increased by 12-1 per cent. in Lower 
Silesia in April, while in Western Upper Silesia there 
was an increase of about 5:5 per cent. In the Aachen 
District and in Belgium stocks were higher by 3:8 per 
cent. and 7-7 per cent. respectively, but in the Ruhr 
area and in Poland there were small decreases. In all 
the German areas stocks of coal at pithead were sub- 
stantially higher at the end of April than a year earlier, 
but in the Saar District, Belgium, and Poland con- 
siderable decreases were recorded.

In the United States, where steel output had 
declined to a low level in March, the April output 
showed an increase of nearly 51 per cent. Taking 
into account the fact that there were two more work- 
ing days in March, the average output of steel per 
working day in the United States was higher in April 
by 61:7 per cent. In the remaining countries, all of 
which showed substantial increases in March, steel pro- 
duction fell off in April. The reductions, which ranged 
between 4°4 per cent. in Luxemburg and 15°4 per cent. 
in the Saar District, may be attributed largely to the 
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smaller number of working days in April. Compared 
with a year earlier, steel output was greater by 21:2 
per cent. in France, by 176 per cent. in the United 
Kingdom, and by 8-2 per cent, in the United States, 
but was smaller by 9-2 per cent. in Belgium.

On the Antwerp export market iron and steel prices

Iixport prices increased in Belgium in April, joists 
being 15°0 per cent. dearer at the end of the month 
than at the beginning. Bars advanced by 14°2 per 
cent., plates (44% in.) by 8-9 per cent., sheet bars by 
7-6 per cent, and billets by 7:3 per cent. Compared 
with a year earlier, plates (3, in.) were dearer by 
42-2 per cent., and bars by 25-8 per cent. Billets, 
joists and sheet bars showed increases of 18°8, 18-5 
and 17-5 per cent., respectively. 


United States.—Pig iron prices increased considerably 
in April; No. 2 foundry at Philadelphia by one dollar a 
ton, and basic, delivered Eastern Pennsylvania, by 0-59 
dollar a ton. Increases of 2 dollars and 1 dollar a ton 
were recorded respectively in the price of No. 2 pig 
iron at Southern Cincinnati and Birmingham 
(Alabama). Semi-products were firm in price, but 
among finished steels, tank plates cheapened by 0-1 
cent and 0-05 cent a lb. at Pittsburgh and New York 
respectively. Galvanised sheets, on the other hand, 
were 01 cent a lb. dearer at both Pittsburgh and 
Chicago at the end of the month. Old material 
advanced sharply in April, most grades showing in- 
creases of over 10 per cent. The quotations given in

POSITION IN THE UNITED KINGDOM 


In an article on ‘* Bank Debits—Turnover of London 
Clearing Banks,’’ which appeared in the ** B.T.J.’’ of 
May 18 (page 759), a table was included showing 
month by month from January, 1930, to April, 1933, 
the turnover (i.e., total value of cheques drawn on 
customers’ accounts) of the ten London Clearing 
Banks, the Town Clearings, and the difference 
between these two sets of figures, both as monthly 
aggregates and daily averages. The differences were 
shown as an attempt to measure business activity 
generally, as distinct from finance, but, as was ex- 
plained in the article, the figures could be improved 
greatly by the elimination of the non-clearing Town 
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turnover and the extension of the figures to cover all 
banks. 

It is hoped, however, that the figures may form a 
more satisfactory series for the purpose referred to 
above than either the total of Country Cheque and 
Provincial Bank Clearings, which has hitherto been 
published monthly in the ‘‘ Economic Tables,’’ or that 
total combined with the Metropolitan Clearings. The 
new series of figures is included in Table I, General, 
Item 2 on page 977.

And whereas the Minister of Agriculture and 
Fisheries has concurred in a proposal of the Board to 
declare edible maize starch not to be a foodstuff 
for the purposes of the said definition:

DRAFT ORDER-IN-COUNCIL: IMPORTED 
ELECTRICAL ACCESSORIES 

A draft Order-in-Council was laid before Parliament 
on June 27 requiring certain descriptions of imported 
electrical accessories to bear an indication of origin on 
sale or exposure for sale in the United Kingdom.

TAXATION OF PROFITS ON CONSIGNMENT 
GOODS IN ROUMANIA 


The attention of the Department of Overseas Trade 
has recently been drawn to a decision of the Roumanian 
Higher Fiscal Commission that the sale in Roumania of 
goods sent to that country on consignment involves 
the foreign firm in liability to taxation on the profits 
arising therefrom. This taxation is at the rate of 21 per 
cent., plus a supplementary tax ranging from 4 per 
cent. to 25 per cent. according to the relation which 
profits bear to the capital invested in the business. 
Thus, if this relation is 20 per cent., the supplementary 
tax is 3 per cent. 

The law requires an annual return to be made of the 
profits realised. In the absence of this return profits 
are assessed at a percentage of the turnover, which 
may vary between 5 and 20 per cent. 


EXCHANGE CONTROL IN JAPAN

INSPECTION OF MINES 


NortH MIDLAND DIVISION 


The Secretary for Mines announces the publication of 
Mr. J. R. Felton’s Report under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, 
on the inspection of mines in the North Midland Division 
during 1932. This Division comprises the coalfields of North 
and South Derbyshire, Nottinghamshire and Leicestershire, 
and the ironstone mines of Northamptonshire and Lincoln- 
shire. 


The output of coal was the lowest in the post-war years 
(excluding 1926), being 284 million tons, 2 million tons below 
the figure for 1931. Other minerals to a tonnage of 384,000 
(including 278,278 tons of ironstone) were raised, while the 
average number of persons employed in the industry was 
112,915, or 4,221 less than in 1931. 


1,574 underground and 591 surface inspections were made, 
excluding those carried out by Horse and Electrical 
Inspectors. 


The accident figures show hardly any variation from those 
of the previous year. 498 reportable accidents occurred in 
all, 95 of these being fatal and accounting for 97 deaths. 
While this is a slight increase on the 1931 figures, the number 
of injured—418—-shows a slight decrease. Approximately 
one-half of all accidents are considered to have been avoid- 
able by the exercise of reasonable care and compliance with 
the regulations. 


[n considering the accidents under their various classifica- 
tions, Mr. Felton feels that the number of accidents due to 
falls of roof and side and to haulage is still unnecessarily 
high. He reviews at length the various means of preventing 
such occurrences, especially falls, stressing the need for 
adequate and systematic support consonant with the vary- 
ing conditions encountered. 


The question of improved underground lighting occupies 
a prominent position in Mr. Felton’s General Remarks, as 
it has received particular attention during the past year 
from mining engineers generally under the stimulus of pro- 
posed new regulations to raise the general standard of 
illumination. Electricity, explosives, ambulance and first- 
aid propaganda, pithead baths, safety courses for boys, and 
the care and treatment of horses are among the subjects 
briefly reviewed.

MIDLAND AND SOUTHERN DIVISION 


The Secretary for Mines announces the publication of Mr. 
W. E. T. Hartley’s Report under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, 
on the inspection of mines in the Midland and Southern 
Division during 1932. This Division comprises the coal- 
fields of Cannock Chase, South Staffordshire, Worcester- 
shire, Warwickshire, Bristol, Somerset and Kent, and the 
small coalfields of the Forest of Wyre, Coalbrookdale and 
Shrewsbury. 


Over 14 million tons of coal were raised, showing a slight 
increase compared with the tonnage for 1931. The output 
of other minerals was 280,000 tons, and the average number 
of persons employed during the year, 59,726, representing 
an increase of nearly 1,000 over the preceding year. 


The numbers of underground and surface inspections 
made during the year, exclusive of those of the Horse 
Inspector, were 1,484 and 531 respectively. 


Mr. Hartley reviews the year’s accidents with statistical 
tables under the usual headings. He has no major disaster 
to report upon, although, unfortunately, the accident figures 
for most categories are slightly in excess of those for 1931; 
the proportions of accidents attributable to the various 
causes are shown diagrammatically. It is notable that there 
is a disturbing increase in the numbers of haulage accidents, 
mostly norf-fatal, due to runaways. 


The Report touches also among other things upon the 
subjects of mine-lighting, ventilation, electricity, the care 
of boys, first-aid propaganda, rescue organisation, silicosis, 
pithead baths, and the care and treatment of horses.

BRITISH INDIA 
WEATHER AND CROPS 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics 
reports as follows on the weather and crops in India for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 

RAINFALL AND MONSOON 

Caleutta, June 25.—Rainfall has been nearly general in 
Lower Burma, Konkan and Bengal on four days and in 
Chota Nagpur, Malabar, Central India, East Rajputana 
and the West Central Provinces on three days. In the West 
United Provinces, Gujerat, the United Provinces, Bihar and 
Assam rain was general on two days, and in West Central 
India, North Hyderabad, the Central Provinces, Orissa, 
Kast Central India, the North-West Frontier Province, 
Rajputana and Burma on one day. 

The monsoon is generally active, and is vigorous in Bengal 
and Chota Nagpur. 


Crop ConDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 

Madras, June 17.—-Rainfall has been very heavy on the 
West Coast and moderate in parts of the Circars. The sow- 
ing of paddy and dry crops is proceeding in parts of the 
Circars. Dry crops are also being sown in the central dis- 
tricts. The condition of standing crops is generally fair. 

Bihar and Orissa, June 19.—-Rain has fallen in all dis- 
tricts, being heavy in Angul, Puri, parts of Patna, Gaya, 
Shahabad, the Santal Parganas, Cuttack and Sambalpur, 
and light to moderate elsewhere. Standing sugarcane is 
generally in good condition, Dalua paddy is ripening, and 
the sowing of crops and paddy is progressing. Jute is being 
weeded in Purnea and is thriving in Cuttack, Balasore and 
Chota Nagpur. Weather is seasonable and the growth of 
sugarcane satisfactory. The sowing of paddy is progressing. 

Punjab, June 19.—The weather has been dry and rain is 
hadly needed. The condition of standing crops is generally 
average to good. ‘Tobacco has been affected by tela at 
Hoshiarpur and Jowar by grasshoppers in Rajanpurtahsil 
and Dera Ghazi Khan. 

United Provinces, June 17.

Light rain has fallen and 


Bombay, June 24.—-There has been good weather in Kon- 
kan, the West Deccan and the West Karnatak. Kharifs are 
progressing favourably. 


Bengal, June 21.—The weather has been generally light 
to moderate. The preparatory tillage for transplanted 
winter paddy is progressing favourably, and the harvesting 
of autumn paddy has commenced. Placed standing crops 
are doing well.

BRITISH GUIANA 
TRADE, WEATHER AND CROPS 

The sugar crop in Barbados is expected to be the largest 
on record. 

Everything points to a record sugar crop in Trinidad, 
possibly in the region of 110,000 tons. A committee has 
been appointed by the Governor to consider what relief, if 
any, can be given to cocoa producers, and to consider the 
cultivation of alternative crops. Interesting experiments 
with a cheaply produced spray are being made by the 
Imperial College of Tropical Agriculture, in co-operation 
with the Trinidad Department of Agriculture, in the hope 
of controlling witchbroom disease. 

In Jamaica the supply of bananas, checked by the high 
winds last year, is gradually increasing; shipments from 
January to the middle of May were 2,575,130 stems, or just 
over 4 million less than in the corresponding period of 
last year. 

As regards the Windward Islands, the St. Lucia sugar 
crop is almost complete. 3,000 tons have been exported to 
date. The St. Vincent arrowroot crop is nearly all reaped, 
and should yield between 24,000 and 25,000 barrels. 

Import Duties in Antigua have recently been raised, the 
surtax having been increased from 10 per cent. to 20 per 
cent. on practically all imports. 

In British Guiana weather conditions continue to be 
entirely favourable for growing crops. The result of the 
spring sugar crop just finished is 59,359 tons as compared 
with 57,325 tons in 1932. The principal exports of the 
Colony in the first four months of the current year, together 
with the comparative figures for 1932, were as follows :—

CANADA 
TOURIST TRADE IN 1982 


(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London) 

In a report on the Tourist Trade in Canada, 1932, the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa shows that last 
vear over 14 million tourists from the United States visited 
Canada for periods ranging from one day to S1X months, 
while about 11,000 came from overseas countries. Some 
30,000 Canadian tourists travelled to overseas countries 
and approximately 1,500,000 visited the United States. 

Expenditures in Canada of tourists from other countries 1s 
estimated for 1932 at 194,093,000 dollars, as compared with 
the record total of 309,379,000 dols. in 1929. The 1932 
figure if adjusted in proportion to the current depreciation 
of the Canadian dollar would be 212,448,000 dols. 

The number of foreign automobiles imported into Canada 
for touring purposes was 4,103,777, of which 3,070,390 were 
admitted for one day, 1,032,967 for periods not exceeding 
60 days and 420 for periods exceeding 60 days and not more 
than six months. 

Canadian tourists are estimated to have spent abroad last 
year 57,403,000 dols., while 376,857 Canadian automobiles 
were exported for touring purposes. 


NEW ZEALAND 
IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN FISCAL YEAR

SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information regarding trade 
conditions in the Union of South Africa. 


Though no definite change has occurred in business con- 
ditions generally, a moderate expansion is reported in 
retail trade, with a better demand for quality goods, but 
wholesale business is seasonally quiet owing to stocktaking 
hy the storekeepers. 

The Budget taxation proposals have met with strong 
opposition from all sections of the gold-mining industry, 
and, in spite of the subsequent modification of the proposals 
and Government assurances regarding the limit of £6 million 
to the yield from the excess profits tax and the emergency 
nature of this taxation, the policy of the mines as to the 
working of lower-grade ore is still doubtful. 


The outcome of the negotiations at the London Economic 
Conference regarding the stabilisation of currencies is 
eagerly awaited. 

Except in the South-Western Cape Province the drought 
continues and the agricultural outlook is unfavourable. 
Owing to a scarcity of winter feed a high mortality among 
livestock is feared before the first summer rain falls.

GOLD AND DIAMONDS 


The Transvaal gold output in May, when there were 27 
working days, was 944,604 fine ounces, with a value of £6 
per fine ounce (including the premium), of £5,667,624, com- 
pared with 965,644 fine ounces with a standard value of 
£4,101,795 in May, 1932 (26 working days). Compared with 
the previous month the average daily output was 2,311 fine 
ounces less owing to the continued working of lower-grade 
ore. The number of natives employed increased during the 
month by 1,899 to 227,178. 


The diamond market is unchanged, but the outlook for 
the industry has been improved by the new agreement with 
the Government for a better control of sales. 


RAILWAYS 


The improvement in railway earnings continues; the total 
from April 1 to June 10 was £4,092,470, or £157,530 below 
the estimate, compared with £3,778,208 for the correspond- 
ing period last year. 


Maize Cror 


The official estimate of the maize crop has been further 
reduced to 9,218,000 bags, but this figure is still considered 
excessive in some quarters. 


Woot, Hives, Erc 


The local wool season is closing strong with keen competi- 
tion at advancing prices. Arrivals in May were small and 
unsold stocks are very low. The immediate outlook is con- 
sidered good. 


The mohair market has experienced a spurt of activity 
owing to a large individual purchase, but the nature of 
the transaction and the destination of the mohair is un- 
known. Prices have improved, but business is again confined 
to oddments. 


Prices for hides are strong, considerable business being 
done on local and oversea account. All classes of skins are 
meeting with a ready market; prices are steadily advancing 
and larger supplies are arriving. 


Ostrich feathers are unchanged. 


Owing to the continued dry weather, stripping of wattle 
bark has practically ceased. An improvement is reported 
in the general tone of the market, and there is fair oversea 
demand for forward shipments. The demand for extract is 
distinctly better, and satisfactory sales are being effected. 


Shipments of deciduous fruit in May totalled 63,906 boxes, 
making 3,049,485 boxes for the season to date, compared 
with 2,314,167 for the corresponding period last season. 
Exports of citrus fruit for the season to the end of May 
amounted to 80,713 boxes, against 47,069 on the same date 
last year. 


Footwear and clothing factories are fully employed, and 
the situation in other manufacturing industries is generally 
unchanged. 


FRUIT SHIPMENTS 

The Trade Commissioner for the Union Government in 
London has been advised by cable of the following fruit 
shipments to Southampton on June 16: oranges, 50,359 
packages; naartjes, 1,678; grape fruit, 5,450; lemons, 34;

COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


The Icelandic Government having notified H.M. Govern- 
ment in the United Kingdom that the necessary legislation 
has been passed by the Icelandic Parliament, the Anglo- 
Icelandic Commercial Agreement signed in London on 
May 19, 1933, is now in force as from June 28, 1933. The 
text of the Agreement was published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
May 25 (page 829), and particulars of the reductions of 
Icelandic import duties for which it provides were published 
in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of June 1 (page 866). 


FRANCE—SWITZERLAND

made of steel and coated with cupro-nickel or gilding metal. 


2. The drawback is allowed subject to Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1932 (sub-section (4) of which provides that 
drawback in the case of the exported goods shall only be 
allowed in respect of such quantity of material as is shown 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners to be duty paid), 
and to the terms of the scheme, which provides for the 
allowance of drawback in respect of the quantity by weight 
of the specified materials actually contained in the exported 
goods. 


3. The rate of drawback specified in the scheme is two- 
pence for every pound weight of bullet cups. 


4. The drawback shall not be allowed in respect of 
material imported before April 1, 1933.

1. Heavy oil used as fuel for the machinery of coasting 
and certain other classes of ships is to be relieved from the 
duty of one penny a gallon. The relief is limited to oils to 
be used for running the ship’s machinery (propelling or 
auxiliary) whether under boilers for steam raising or in 
Diesel or kerosene engines. It does not extend to any heavy 
oils for any other purpose (e.g. lubricating oils), nor to 
light oils. 


2. The classes of ships to be relieved are as follows :— 
(i) Coasting ships. 
(11) Pilot boats. 
(ii1) Ships undergoing trials for the purpose of test- 
ing the hull or machinery. 


3. The exemption may be allowed by either (a) shipment 
duty-free from bond, or (b) repayment of duty in 
respect of oil fuel shipped duty-paid. In cases (i) and (11) 
in paragraph 2 applications for duty-free shipment, or 
claims to repayment, may be made by the owner or charterer 
of the ship. Application for shipment duty-free may also 
be made by the Master on behalf of the owner or charterer. 
In case (iii) applications or claims may be made by the 
builder or other person responsible for carrying out the 
trial. 


4. The exemption will operate immediately and retro- 
spectively to 6 p.m. on 25th April.

5. The proper applicant (see paragraph 3) must, in cases 
where the Officer in charge of the bonded warehouse or re- 
finery is in attendance at the time, make prior application 
to him for permission to ship the fuel oil. Pending the 
provision of an official form of application for this purpose, 
typed or written applications prepared in accordance with 
the model at Appendix A to this memorandum will be ac- 
cepted, provided they give all the particulars, and include 
ad declaration and the undertaking, required by the model 
orm.

6. The Officer, if satisfied that the vessel is entitled to ship 
duty-free oil fuel and that the quantity is reasonable, will 
certify the application and return it to the applicant, for 
presentation at the warehouse or refinery. 


7. The proprietor of the warehouse or refinery must insert 
on the document particulars of the oil fuel delivered and 
obtain a receipt thereon from the master or mate for the 
actual quantity shipped (the wording of the model being fol- 
lowed in both cases). The document is then to be retained 
by the warehouse-keeper and annexed to the periodical 
return which he will be required to furnish of oil fuel de- 
lrvered free of duty in accordance with this Notice (particu- 
lars to be obtained from the Officer of Customs and Excise). 


8. New forms of bond, to be given by warehouse-keepers 
and shipowners to cover these shipments, will be prepared 
in cue course.

11. Claims may now be prepared and lodged in respect of 
oil fuel which has been purchased, and shipped and used on 
board any vessel within paragraph 2 since 6 p.m. on 25th 
April. Pending the provision of official forms, claims should 
be made out in accordance with the model at Appendix B 
to this memorandum. No single claim should be made for a 
quantity of less than 240 gallons. 


12. Any Officer of Customs and Excise may, if he considers 
it necessary, call upon any person making a claim, or the 
owner of a vessel, or the supplier of any oil fuel in respect 


of which a claim is made, to answer any question or to supply 
any information. 


13. So long as there is no corresponding duty in the Isle 
of Man, oil fuel purchased in the Island is ineligible for 
repayment. In any case, no repayment can be made in 
respect of oil fuel derived from coal or other materials pro- 
duced in the United Kingdom as such oi! is not chargeable 
with duty.

APPLICATION OF SPECIAL OR DUMPING 
DUTY 

With reference to the notice which appeared in the 
“B.T.J.’’ of April 6 (page 540) regarding the Budget Re- 
solution amending Section 6 of the Customs Tariff, it should 
be noted that an Order-in-Council issued on June 6, 1933, 
provides that in all cases of sales or consignments of goods 
imported into Canada where the importer owns, controls 
or is interested in the business of the exporter, or the ex- 
porter owns, controls or is interested in the business of the 
importer, or the importer and exporter operate under a con- 
trolling or holding company, notwithstanding the expressed 
terms of the sale or consignment, the transaction shall be 
regarded as a sale and the actual selling price to the pur- 
chaser in Canada shall be taken to be the value of the goods 
in the currency of the country of export converted into 
Canadian currency at the current rate of exchange, or in 
case of the pound sterling, at the average value thereof 
as declared from time to time, and the provisions of Sec- 
tion 6 of the Customs Tariff shall apply, and special or 
dumping duty shall be deemed to have applied and to apply 
equal to the difference between the value of the pound ster- 
ling at the declared average rate of exchange and the pound 
sterling computed at $4-40 or $4-25 to the pound, as the 
case may be, that is, the fixed value of the pound sterling as 
ordered for special duty purposes effective at the time of 
importation, or such other rate as may be hereafter deter- 
mined, or equal to the difference between the declared par 
value of any depreciated foreign currency and the current 
rate of exchange thereof.

CYPRUS 
AMENDMENT OF PREFERENCE 
REGULATIONS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Customs, 
Excise and Revenue (Amendment) Regulations, 1933, which 
provide that, for the purpose of Customs Tariff preference 
in Cyprus, the undermentioned goods shall not be deemed 
to have been manufactured in the British Empire unless 
at least 50 per cent. of their total value is the result of 
labour within the Empire. Previously, in order to qualify 
for Preferential Customs Tariff treatment, such goods were 
required to contain at least 25 per cent. of British labour 
and material.

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Singapore has forwarded to 
the Board of Trade a copy of a Notification (No. 342), to the 
effect that Customs duties of $10-50 per proof gallon (Prefer- 
ential Rate) and $14 per proof gallon (Full Rate) are to be 
levied on brandy, other than brandy in bottle and not ex- 
ceeding 81 per cent. of proof spirit, with effect from May 7, 
in lieu of the duty of $14 per proof gallon previously levied, 
irrespective of country of origin. The duties on brandy 
imported in bottle and not exceeding 81 per cent. of proof 
spirit remain unchanged, i.e., $8 per gallon (Preferential 
Rate) and $10-50 per gallon (Full Rate). 


NEW ZEALAND 


APPLICATION OF CUSTOMS TARIFF AMEND- 
MENTS TO COOK ISLANDS 


An Order-in-Council dated May 1, issued by the Governor- 
General of New Zealand, provides that the Customs duties 
included in Part I of the Customs Acts Amendment Act, 
1932-33 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of February 16, page 274), shall 
be enforced in the Cook Islands on and from May 1, except 
that the duty payable on black twist tobacco imported into 
the Cook Islands remains unchanged. 


SOUTH-WEST AFRICA 


REMOVAL OF SALES TAX ON CIGARS 


The ‘‘ South-West Africa Gazette ’’ of April 26 contains 
copy of a Bill, which provides for the removal of the tax 
on the sale of cigars in the Territory of South-West Africa. 
This tax, which was imposed by the Cigars and Cigarettes 
Sales Tax Ordinance, 1931, amounts to six shillings on every 
pound nett weight or fraction thereof.

REBATE OF CUSTOMS DUTY ON CERTAIN 
FANCY LEATHER

CONTROL OF SEEDS, PLANTS, FERTILISERS 
AND ANIMAL FOODS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘ B.T.J.’’ of May 5, 1932 (page 646), it should be noted 
that a Decree, dated May 3 and published in the ‘‘ Moniteur 
Belge ’’ of June 15, introduces revised regulations for the 
control of the trade in Belgium in seeds, plants, fertilisers 
and animal foods. In particular the requirements as to the 
labelling of seeds and plants, and of animal feeding stuffs 
are modified. The new regulations are to come into force 
on June 30 so far as they concern transport documents and 
invoices (except for compound animal foods), and on August 
15 so far as their other provisions are concerned. The text 
of the Decree and of an executory Order issued thereunder 
may be seen (in French and Flemish) by persons interested 
at the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W. 1. 


BELGIAN CONGO 

CONTROL OF THE TRADE IN DRUGS, ETC. 

The Belgian Congo ‘ Bulletin Administratif ’’ of April 10 
contains an Ordinance, dated March 15 and in force on 
July 1, laying down revised regulations to control the trade 
in the Belgian Congo of medicaments and pharmaceutical 
specialities, poisons, narcotics, antiseptics, sera, vaccines, 
etc. As hitherto, the import of medicaments and narcotics 
is subject to licence. Specialities may be imported pro- 
vided the receptacles bear a label showing clearly, without 
any formula, the qualitative composition and the exact 
dose of each component.

BRAZIL 

EXEMPTION FROM CUSTOMS DUTIES, ETC. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Rio de 
Janiero has forwarded a translation of a recent Decree 
exempting from Customs duty and other taxes, for a period 
of ten years, machinery, apparatus instruments, tools, 
drugs, chemical products and the necessary materials (ex- 
cluding lubricants, fuel and any other materials used in 
running the plant), and in addition those which are pro- 
duced locally for :— 


(a) the extracting, selection and preparation of woods; 


(b) the construction, installation and running of the 
respective electric power stations; 


(c) the erection and equipment of chemical laboratories. 


Firms wishing to obtain the exemptions referred to in 
this Decree must comply with the regulations set out 
therein.

EXHAUSTION OF QUOTA: FISH 

The French ‘ Journal Officiel’’ of June 23 announces

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens 
reports that a Ministerial Decision dated May 13 has been 
published in the Greek ‘* Official Gazette ’’ of the same date, 
regulating the Greek import restrictions for the period 
May 16 to November 15. 


{n general, the quotas are to be from 5 to 10 per cent. less 
than those for the previous six months. Import books 
granted to importers to cover their imports for the period 
ending May 15 continued valid until May 31, and the 
goods affected were to be allowed admission up to that date. 


Coffee.—The quota for coffee has been increased to 
2,250,000 kilogs., but holders of import books are to have 
their individual quotas reduced by various proportions, and 
of the surplus so created 400,000 kilogs. is to be allotted to 
coffee grinders and 225,000 kilogs. is to be allotted to im- 
porters whose claims have not been met previously. 

Sugar.—-In addition to the reduction of the total quota, 
certain further reductions will be made in individual allot- 
ments, and the surplus so created is to be granted to im- 
porters whose claims have not been met and to wholesale 
grocers. 

(roods warehoused before May 8, 1932, and still in storage 
mav be imported free of restriction under a permit issued 
by the Chamber of Commerce. Such goods will not be 
entered in the import books, nor will the importers be 
subject to clearing arrangements. This facility does not 
affect timber, iron (Tariff Nos. 61 and 62), sugar, coffee, 
cotton and cocoons.

H.M. Minister at Guatemala has forwarded copy of a 
recent Decree modifying the Customs duty on lorries and 
wagons. 

Hitherto lorries and wagons of all kinds, suitable for 
transport of goods, have been dutiable at 5 cts. per kilog. 
gross weight. 

By virtue of the Decree this rate now applies only to 
such vehicles weighing not more than 2 tons. Heavier

NOTE ON THE SURVEY OF FACTORIES 
ESTABLISHED, EXTENDED AND CLOSED 


DOWN 


1. The purpose of this Survey is to show the areas in 
which industrial development in the form of new 
factories and factory extensions took place during 
the year 1932, together with the nature of the 
trades contributing to such development. In order to 
balance the results shown by the Survey, an attempt 
has also been made to give comparable particulars of 
the factories closed down during the year. The Survey 
has been made by the Board of Trade on the basis of 
reports received from His Majesty's Inspectors of 
Factories and information collected by the Ministry 
of Labour through their local officers. Assistance has 
also been obtained through the Travel and Industrial 
Development Association of Great Britain and Ireland 
from some seventy regional and local industrial 
development organisations and local authorities. 


2. Scope of the Survey. 


The Survey is intended to show new factories, ex- 
tensions to existing factories and factories closed down 
during the year 1932 in cases where twenty-five or 
more people are, or have been, employed. Factories 
such as laundries, dry-cleaning establishments, etc., 
not engaged in manufacture or in the processing of 
new goods, have not been included. 


3. Arrangement of, and General Position Disclosed 


by, the Survey. 


For the purpose of this Survey the United Kingdom 
has been divided into forty areas, which in turn 
have been grouped into nine regions. For each of the 
areas particulars have been given of the products of 
the new factories and the towns in which the factories 
are situated. The Survey discloses that 646 new 
factories, employing 44,750 people, were established 
in 1982, that there were 166 factory extensions and 
that 355 factories were closed down. The regional dis- 
tribution of these factories is as follows :—

4. New Factories. 


The figures given under the heading of employment 
show the position at the end of April, 1933, as ascer- 
tained by the Ministry of Labour. In a few special 
cases of seasonal trades, e.g., in the canning industry, 
where the employment at that date afforded no real 
indication of the size of the new undertaking, other 
figures have been used. The bulk of the new under- 
takings employ between twenty-five and one hundred 
people, and the average over the whole field is sixty- 
nine for each factory, but nearly one-sixth of the new 


factories employ over one hundred people, as

In certain instances the new factory is known to be 
a branch of an established concern, and in thirty-eight 
cases where this fact has been ascertained the cases 
have been distinguished in the Survey—thirty-one of 
them are in the Midlands and Lancashire. 

Some of the new factories have been transferred 
from other areas, and this fact has also been shown 
in the Survey where it has emerged. Short distance 
transfers of factories within the same town or area 
have, however, been ignored as amounting to no more 
than a local change of address. There are fifty-one 
cases of establishment of a new factory by transfer 
from some other area distinguished in the Survey. 
The regional distribution of these tramsfers is ag

The majority of these factory transfers have taken 
place within the various regions, and there are only 
nine cases of inter-regional transfer. Of these cases 
only one (from the Midlands) is to the London region, 
the remaining twenty-five of the London transfer cases 
being transfers within the London region, for the 
most part from inner London areas to outlying London 
areas. Of the Lancashire cases, nine are transfers 
within the Lancashire region and the remaining three 
are from outside the region, one from London, one 
from the Eastern Counties and one from Northern 
Ireland. Such as they are, the figures tend to confirm 
the view that there is no ‘‘ drift of industry to the 
South ’’ in the sense that new factories set up in the 
South have been transferred from the North (see also 
paragraph 6 regarding factories closed down on transfer 
to other areas); and, indeed, the Survey shows that 
there is a decided tendency for new enterprises to 
establish themselves in districts in which the kind of 
manufacture concerned is already localised, e.g., cotton 
goods in Lancashire, boots and shoes in Northampton, 
hats at Luton. 

The number of factories established by or with the 
assistance of foreign concerns included in the total of 
646 (i.e., factories established during the year 1932 
and employing twenty-five or more people) was 122, 
and these factories were employing about 8,500 people 
at the end of April, 1933; particulars of all firms (in- 
cluding firms employing less than twenty-five persons) 
established by or with the assistance of foreign 
concerns during the period November, 1931, to April, 
1933, have been given in reply to Parliamentary 
questions on June 2 and December 19, 1932, and 
May 23, 1938. 


5. Factory Extensions. 


In view of the difficulty in many cases of separating 
the employment originally provided by a factory from 
the additional employment provided by an extension 
to that factory, no attempt has been made to give the 
employment afforded by the 166 factory extensions. 
The condition for the inclusion of an extension in the 
Survey, however, viz., that additional employment for 
at least twenty-five people must be involved, secures 
that factory extensions have provided additional em- 
ployment for at least another four thousand people, 
probably for a very considerably greater number. The 
bulk of the factory extensions have taken place in the 
Midlands and in the Eastern Counties and in York- 
shire. 


6. Factories Closed Down. 


No employment figures for factories closed down 
which could usefully be compared with the employ- 
ment figures of the new factories are available. Where 
it has been possible to secure information, an attempt 
has been made to separate from the ordinary case of 4 
business failure the case of a factory closed down

either on transfer to some new factory in another area 
or because the work of the factory has been transferred 
under, say, @ scheme of reorganisation, to an existing 
factory in the same ownership. The Survey shows 
twenty-six cases of the former kind and eighty-two 
eases of the latter kind, distributed as follows :—

The figures under the heading (a) do not call for any 
comment except that they do not show any tendency 
for one region to lose much more than other regions 
under this heading. Ags regards the other heading 
(b), however, it should be explained with regard to the 
Lancashire share, which is large (thirty-one factories), 
that the transferred work did not, except in five cases, 
go outside Lancashire and that in several cases fac- 
tories were closed down as a result of reorganisation 
in the cotton trade [see paragraph 9 (a) ]. 


7. Trade Classification of the Factories. 


A general trade classification of the new factories is 
set out in the following statement. As certain of the 
trade groups mentioned below concern a number of 
industries, some of which are expanding more rapidly 
than others and some contracting, the more important 
of the trade groups are analysed in subsequent para- 
oraphs.

8. Trades Showing Expansion. 


It will be observed that the number of new factories 
is at least twice the number of factories closed down 
in trade groups other than those numbered 4 to 8 (iron 
and steel, engineering, vehicles, non-ferrous metals, 
and textiles). The following notes are intended to 
show the industries which have been mainly respon- 
sible for the new undertakings in the trade groups 
other than those numbered 4 to 8 and the areas mainly 
benefiting from the expansion. 


Non-metalliferous Mining and Quarrying Products. 
—The building materials trade is the most important 
under this heading, and the majority of the new fac-

tories are engaged in the manufacture of concrete 
building materials in one form or another. There is 
no special localisation of the industry and new fac- 
tories are widely scattered all over the country. 


Bricks, Pottery and Glass.—The glass trade is the 
one mainly concerned, and the products of the new 
factories include illuminating glassware at Waltham- 
stow, spun glass for insulating at Knottingley, glass 
bulbs for electric lamps at Guiseley and Hull, sheet 
glass at Queenborough, cut glassware at Watford and 
Ancoats. 


Chemicals.—Pharmaceutical preparations and toilet 
requisites such as face creams, tooth paste and per- 
fumery, come under this heading. The new factories 
are for the most part in London and the South of 
England. 


Leather.—There are half a dozen new tanneries of 
different kinds distributed over the country, and four- 
teen new factories making leather goods, ladies’ hand- 
bags, etc., for the most part in London. 


Apparel.—This important group may be further sub-

Of the new factories making clothing (which include 
all varieties of outer-garments, shirts, corsets, 
mantles, under-garments, pyjamas, overalls, mackin- 
toshes, artificial flowers and tailoring) seventy-three 
are in the London region and account for between one- 
quarter and one-third of the total number of new fac- 
tories in that region, sixteen are in Lancashire and 
seven in Yorkshire, mainly Leeds. Under this heading 
are included a number of factories of considerable 
size, one factory employing over eight hundred 
persons, one over six hundred, one over five hundred, 
two over three hundred, six over two hundred, and six 
over one hundred. Of the factories closed down, four- 
teen were in London, two in Lancashire, and eight in 
Yorkshire. With one exception, the new hat factories 
are in Luton, and the new glove factories are shared 
between the West of England, Wellingborough and 
Hyde. The boot and shoe factories and extensions are 
shared between the Midlands (Northampton) (8), Lan- 
cashire (5), and other areas (2). All except one (in 
the Eastern Counties) of the boot and shoe factories 


closed down are in the Midlands (Leicester and 
Northampton). 
Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The considerable de- 


velopment of the canning industry has been mainly 
responsible for the expansion in this trade group. In 
this industry there are fourteen new factories (and 
three factory extensions), one employing over three 
hundred persons, one employing over two hundred, 
and two employing over one hundred, engaged im 
canning fruit, vegetables, chickens and cream. The 
districts mamly concerned are the Eastern Counties 
(six factories) and Kent (three factories). There is no 
record of any canning factory having been closed down 
during the year 1932. 


Timber.—In the timber trades there have been ten 
new factories and four factory extensions engaged in 
the manufacture of domestic woodware, wooden boxes 
and packing cases and veneers.

As regards vehicles, the trades in this group include, 
among others, the motor and cycle trades, the carriage 
and wagon-building trades and the aireraft trade. 
Almost all the factories mentioned in this S$ Survey, how- 
ever, are concerned with the motor trade, and in this 
onnection it should be stated that while there were 
motor and motor cycle manufacturing concerns of 
importance closed down during the year 1932, com- 
parison of the number of new factories in this trade 
eroup (sixteen) and the factory extensions (eight) with 
the number of factories closed down (twenty-seven) 
may be misleading unless it is remembered that the 
Survey includes a number of small firms manufac- 
turing accessories and also motor engineering firms 
concerned with the repair of road transport vehicles, 
and that the changes in the Survey affect only the 
fringe of a large and well-established industry which 
has undergone rapid expansion and is now undergoing 
a measure of consolidation. 

As regards non-ferrous metals, this group covers, 
among others, the brass finishing trades, in which 
there has been very little change, the clock trade (two 
new factories, one employing over one hundred people), 
jewellery, and the smelting, rolling and casting trades, 
in which there were seven new factories and two 
factory extensions engaged in the following lines of 
manufacture—aluminium die casting, alloys and 
moulding, metal tinsel, copper refining and copper 
wire. 


ll. Conclusion. 


Every effort has been made by full utilisation of local - 


sources of information to secure a complete statement 
of the position, and it is hoped that the Survey 
provides, within the limits prescribed for it, a good 
general indication of certain features of the industrial 
position of the United Kingdom during last year. The 
difficulties encountered in obtaining and collating in- 
formation for the Survey, the first of the kind under- 
taken in this country, suggest, however, that there 
may be errors and omissions and if any substantial 
corrections or additions should be necessary they will 
be included in the next Survey, which will cover the 
period January to June, 1933.
